view he said: “N ever in all m y lile have I 
witnessed such a state of affairs as existed 
am ong tbe Indians there. There are 415 fam ­ 
ilies, m aking 1,9? ü people in all, and of these only 
500 had received any G overnm ent rations for 
upw ards of a m outh. T he regular Governm ent 
rations consist ol ten pounds of flour and two 
pounds of fat pork to each fam ily and given out 
as ofteu as th e agent has it to give out. 
On ac­ 
count of th is scarcity of rations there w ere m any 
fam ilies wbo had not tasted food for upw ards of 
six days, and lay about in th eir m iserable huts 
dying Irom starvation. 
“ In these huts, consisting of only one room, 
lives as m any as five fam ilies, all together iu 
one jum ble of squalid w retchedness. 
“ We found in m any of them children stark 
naked and th eir m other in alm ost the sam e 
condition. They had no clothes or food.” 


T R A D E W IT H RUSSIA. 


H o w th e U n ite d S ta te s C o u ld I n c re a s e Its 
E x p o r t T ra d e . 
N ew Y o rk , M arch 9th.—The Tribunes special 
from B erlin say s: In th e course of a discussion 
on th e subject of the Pan-A m erican Congress 
yesterday w ith one o f the most influential and 
progressive officials of the Russian Jbjnuire, he 
m ade th e iollow ing re m a rk s: 
“I cannot understand w hy you are going to so 
m uch trouble and expense to obtain m arkets in 
South A m erica, an d yet so entirely neglect to 
m ake th e slightest effort to en ter into com m er­ 
cial relations w ith us. 
You are aw are of our 
w arm sym pathy for the U nited States, both po­ 
litically an d individually, and you are equally 
cognizant of our deep aversion to both Germ any 
and E ngland, two countries th a t are inim ical to 
Ku«s.a in every way, and w ith w hich we are 
bound to go to w ar sooner or later. Yet, not­ 
w ithstanding this, alm ost our entire im port 
trade is iu th eir hands, and it is Russian gold 
w hich contributes to tbe success o f th eir m anu­ 
facturing and m ining industries. Of course, we 
should im m ensely prefer th at if any one coun­ 
try is to be benefited by our trade it should be 
our friends, the 
N orth 
Am erican Republic,

“For m any years to come our im port trade 
w ill necessarily go on increasing, for th e indus­ 
trial developm ent of our great country is b u t in 
its infancy. W hy should not th e U nited otates 
step in an d supplant B ritish and Germ an im ­ 
ports? I have good reason to know th a t the 
anxiety of our G overnm ent to foster com m ercial 
relations w ith A m erica an d to transfer our im ­ 
port trade from Germ any and England to you, 
on political as w ell as econom ical grounds, 
would lead it readily to grant certain reductions 
of th e tariff in the case o f goods from the 
U nited States. Russia has alw ays in view the 
inevitable conflict w ith G reat B ritain, w hich, 
under the appearance of a fight for the posses­ 
sion of India, w ill develop into a struggle for 
the very existence of G reat B ritain as a first- 
class com m ercial and political power. The 
Russian G overnm ent appreheuds the laten t ex ­ 
istence of feelings of Anglo Saxon brotherhood 
betw een A m ericans and English, and fears th at 
in the case of a struggle for th e very existence 
of G reat B ritain she m ay find the w hole Anglo- 
Saxon race u nited against h er.”

A n o th e r N ew A ir-S h ip a n d a n O v e r-C o n ­ 
fid e n t In v e n to r . 
N ew Yo r k, M arch 8th.—Inventor P. Carm ont 
Cam pbell, the air-ship m an, has an o th er sky­ 
scraper ready for trial. It is constructed on 
nearly the sam e Hues as th a t in w hich Profes­ 
sor Hogan, the M ichigan aeronaut, lost his life 
last sum m er. The m eans of ascension and de­ 
scensión are sim ilar, bu t operated on a m uch 
sim pler plan. 
T he chief new feature of th e ship is a p ara­ 
chute arrangem ent by w hich th e fall can be 
m ade In safety from alm ost any height. Col­ 
onel Cam pbell considers his new ship the per­ 
fection of aerial craft. It can be propelled in 
any direction and m oved up and dow n at the 
w ill of the pilot. 
Should the balloon collapse—an im probable 
event, as only enough gas is carried to float the 
ship—the parachute arrangem ent prevents auy 
senous consequences. The Colonel is p ^ itiv e 
th a t he has solved tb e problem of aerial n av i­ 
gation, and so sure is he of a successful trial 
th a t he him self w ill m ake the in itial trip. 
The risky experim ent is to take place some 
tim e in May, n ear N iagara Falls, it being the 
intention of th e Colonel to sail over the falls 
a n d descend alongside of th e w ater as it plunges 
dow nw ard to th e basin. N atural gas will be 
used in th e balloon, and this will be procured 
from a w ell near H um berstoue, Ont.

Colum bus (O ), M arch 9th.—President Harp- 
ster, of th e Wool-growext* Association, issued a 
lengthy address to the wool-growers of the btate 
an a nation, in w hich he says there has been no 
tim e iu th irty years w hen farm ers suffered so 
m uch from low prices of farm pioducts as now. 
He explains the cause of th is condition, and 
says th e object of this addres is to ask the farm ­ 
ers of th e country to appeal to the President to 
pu t a speedy end to the m onstrous frauds now 
being perpetrated ia im porting, and appeal to 
our m em bers in Congress to aid in th e sam e 
work, an d speedily pass a wool tariff law th at 
w ill give wool m anufacturers and wool-growers 
exclusive privileges of supplying all the woolen 
goods an d all th e wool required for use in the 
United States. 
Considerable space is devoted to the alleged 
frauds in im portation of wool, and he says if 
these frauds and this low rate o f duty con­ 
tinues th e im ports will largely increase. The 
im ports w ere 90,000,000 pounds last year, m ostly 
scoured, w hich w ere equivalent to at least 160,­ 
000,000 unw ashed—equal to one fourth of all the 
wool consum ed in th e U nited btaP s. 
This is practically free wool, and unless the 
duty is increased these im ports w ill be largely 
increased an d destroy our A m erican wool in­ 
dustry. 
H arpster concludes as follow s: “T his address 
Is deem ed proper In view of th e fact, not gen­ 
erally know n, th a t peisistent efforts are being 
m ade to secure a just and am ple protection for 
the m anufacturers, b u t to deny the sam e m eas­ 
ure o f protection lor farm ers.”

Contrary to the usual custom he 
was u nw illing to speuk about the caual m ailer, 
alleging as an excuse th at th e report of the 
Commis*ion has not yet been laid before the 
stockholders. 
It h as becom e publicly know n th a t all th at he 
has ever done w ith th e m illions of m oney spent 
over the concern is the ex eavaiion of about one- 
lourth of the earth th a t has to be rem oved for 
th e construction ol th e canal, according to 
the reform ed plan ot th e canal w ith lock-gates, 
w hich is a great m odification of th e original 
scheme. 
in the present state of the com pany’s finances 
any attem pt to continue the w ork is totally out 
of th e questiou, 
All concerned in the old 
schem e, except a few deluded shareholders, ap­ 
pear to be resigned to th e fact. The engineers’ 
report contains little else besides m elancholy 
figures and a very full list o f the nam es of the 
people who are chiefly to blam e for the colossal 
fiasco. The list is principally m ade up of the 
nam es of the different contractors who, if the 
allegations m ade against them are true, have 
acted in a most scandalous m anner. Several of 
them are charged w ith deliberate n egltct of 
th eir engagem ents w ith th e view of being in­ 
vited to annul th eir contracts w ith the com pany 
and get out of them a considerable profit. 
These charges will be fully investigated and 
prosecutions instituted, so the Directors of tbe 
com pany threaten, but as such proceedings w ill 
cost m oney it is m ore th an likely nothing w ill 
be done. The only thing in th e report th at has 
auy comfort for th e shareholders is the state­ 
m ent th at most o f th e m aterial an d m achinery 
is still in a good condition and can be turned to 
a profitable account. It is already being tug- 
geited th at this m aterial should be acquired by 
the Governm ent for eventual use in th e con­ 
struction ot a canal betw een the A tlantic an d 
M editerranean, w hich appears to be definitely 
decided u p o n .

If the Queen continues obstinate on th e point 
it w ill vastly increase the chance o f disestablish­ 
m ent com ing w hile she is still ou th e throne.

passed m errily on to B righton, w here he m et a 
green youth nam ed G ritten, who. after a brief 
acquaintance, introduced him to his 
club,

The quails there 
have proven themselves sufficiently cun­ 
ning to evade their enemies, and there is 
no reason why these should not here. 
For the benefit of the sportsmen of the 
metropolis who feel that they have been 
slighted in the matter of the distribution of 
the few hundred quails already received, it 
may be stated that President Rontier and 
Secretary O’Reilly of the Fish Commission 
say there will be another and larger con­ 
signment before long, and no doubt most 
of the birds will be turned loose in the bay 
counties, where—if they manage to escape 
their natural enemies—their -‘nnnatural” 
enemies, in the shape of hordes of Sunday 
meat-hunters, may be able to soon exter­ 
minate them. 
There have been many inquiries as to 
why the Fish Commissioners have not as 
yet imported Eastern quails, as had been 
intended. The R ecord-U nion is informed 
that the Commissioners have corresponded 
with several persons in the East who ad­ 
vertised to supply quails to order, and even 
closed a contract with one man for a large 
number, bnt he was uDable to deliver the 
goods. The breeding seas* n will soon be 
on in the East, and the Commissioners 
have little hope of securing a supply of 
bob whites this year, but will not relax 
their efforts in that direction.

STANDING UPON THE TRACK. 


The Archbishop of Paris last week 
issued a decree 
forbidding 
cremation. 
Everyone has heard of the foolish fellow 
who resolved to stand upon the track and 
seize the locomotive in his two good hands 
and pitch it into the ditch when it arrived^ 
that it might not cross his land. Every­ 
one has also heard of the degree of suc­ 
cess with which his efforts were rewarded 
The Archbishop of Paris has simply 
proved to the world what a short-sighted 
and ill-informed council directs his utter­ 
ance, and how slavish he is to be its mouth­ 
piece. 
Cremation is acknowledged by the first 
scientists and philanthropists, by the lead­ 
ing medical scholars of the world, by the 
most experienced sanitarians, by the most 
studious men, and by all those who have 
given any considerable thought to the sub­ 
ject to be the one, only, and altogether su­ 
perior and decent method of disposing of 
the dead, not only for the protection of the 
living, bnt for paying the highest respect 
to the departed. A thousand times the 
clean, purifying, white hot chamber of the 
incinerator, where the flame does not 
reach, and the pearly ashes, the result of 
cremation, to be treasured in a vase and 
buried, stored or entombed thereafter, than 
the deep, dark, damp grave, with its corrup­ 
tion, rotting horrors, and nameless tennants 
that feed upon putrefaction, to say nothing 
of the poisoning of the soil, the pollution 
of waters, the contamination of the at­ 
mosphere, and the cultivation of the mi­ 
crobes of contagious and infectious dis­ 
eases. 
Xot long ago the American Catholic 
Quarterly Review, the ablest and most 
brilliant church journal on the continent, 
undertook to prove that inhumation alone 
was possible of recognition by the Church. 
But after mighty labors the conclusion 
reached was this, and this only: The 
Church traditions have all been for burial, 
therefore they shall not be disturbed; the 
fathers practiced burial, therefore we must 
not advance; musty, dusty and parchment- 
dried old councils of Church dignitaries 
decided centuries ago that the grave is the 
destiny of the helpless body, therefore the 
nineteenth century of enlightened scien­ 
tific discovery and research must be obedi­ 
ence to the past. 
So the Archbishop but follows at the 
heels of the theological father he acknowl­ 
edges. 
It little concerns him that in 
twice a score of other things, the Church 
has, in the past, occupied positions rela­ 
tive to doctrines of discovery, science and 
progress incompatible with the knowledge 
of the present. 
In this matter of crema­ 
tion or burial the Archbishop reflects that 
it is a matter of taste or sentiment, rather 
than of creed or doctrine, and hence his 
Church has, and must not lose the oppor­ 
tunity in this one instance to prove her 
power. 
For as the question does not in­ 
terfere with liberty of conscience or politi­ 
cal freedom, the Church is insured against 
anv very vigorous opposition to its decree 
in favor of burial as the only “Christian” 
method for the disposal of mortal remains. 
But the Church is only emulating the ex­ 
ample of the fellow who attempted the 
experiment with the locomotive. Crema­ 
tion will continue; it will presently be 
the chief means of disposing of our loved 
dead; it will not be many years before 
science and sanitary knowledge will in­ 
struct the law, and its decree will be that 
burial is injurious and dangerous to the 
living; provocative of disaster and deathi 
and hence worthy of inhibition by statute. 
The Church in that day will do as it has in 
others, yield to knowledge, and its devo­ 
tees will wonder that their fathers could 
have been as foolish as they are to stand 
upon the track when the locomotive thun­ 
ders down the line upon them. 


I t is said that schemes are afoot in the 
Dillman interest to trade for that nominee 
in anv and all forms.

THOSE MONGOLIAN dUAILS. 


T he B ay S portsm en K icking A bout T h eir 
D istrib u tio n . 
The following paragraph appeared in the 
CalCs sportsmen s department yesterday: 
Sportsmen resident in the counties adjoining 
San Francisco are not pleased with the way in 
which President Routier, oi the State Fish 
Commission, disposed of the several crates of 
Chinese quail recently received for distribu­ 
tion. Local sportsmen do not coincide with his 
ideas as to the places where the game birds 
shall be distributed. Five hundred birds have 
already been liberated. Some are on the prison 
f 
rounds near Folsom, some on the Rancho del 
aso, but the greater number found their way 
to Mr. Routier s own ranch on the American 
river. There are yet 500 birds to be distributed, 
and as there are several favorable localities 
near this city where the birds will be well pro­ 
tected, it is hoped that the Sacramento sports­ 
men will not be favored to the exclusion of all 
other sections. 
The Call is not quite accurate in its state 
ment concerning the distribution of the 
birds referred to, and could hardly have 
got its information from the R ecord-U nion, 
which stated just how the quails were dis­ 
posed of. The crates originally contained 
100 birds, but many died on the voyage. 
One crate was liberated on the State Prison 
grounds, near Folsom, where no hunting 
is permitted, and where they will have 
abundance of water and careful protection. 
Another crate was sent to J. B. Haggin’s 
Rancho del Paso of 44,000 acres, another 
preserve where shooting is not permitted. 
A third lot were distributed between tbe 
farms of President Rontier of the State 
Fish Commission, Dr. Manlove and a few 
other residents along the American river, 
where care will be taken to protect the 
birds. These were all the birds that were 
distributed in this part of the State. One 
crate was sent to Fresno, one to another 
county in the San Joaqnin valley, and one 
to N. D. Rideout in Yuba county. 
It is not true that tbe localities where 
the birds have been liberated in this sec­ 
tion are infested with vermin that will 
prey upon them. These farms are all care­ 
fully worked and quite free from polecats, 
foxes, etc. Aüd, as a matter of fact, Presi­ 
dent Routier liberated on his place fewer 
of the birds than were sent out to other 
localities. Moreover, there was little or no 
opportunity afforded to correspond with 
parties in other parts of tbe State as to their 
desire or inclination to receive and look 
af.er the quails. Tbe latter came quite 
unexpectedly, and had been landed for some 
time before the President of tbe Board of 
Fish Commissioners were apprised of their 
arrival. Hence, he was obliged to act at 
once, as the birds were dying in confine 
ment. 
The Call expresses the opinion that, as 
the Chinese quail is a ground bird, its 
Datural enemies will soon kill off the sev­ 
eral colonies that have been liberated. This 
may prove to be the case, and if it does, 
there will be no use in experimenting with 
the bob-white of the Eastern States, which 
is also a ground bird. 
This is just tbe point that it is desired to 
have solved. 
Tbe sportsmen ot California 
have been for years clamoring for the in­ 
troduction of some kind of quail that can 
be fonnd without havivg to go to tbe chapar­ 
ral thickets of the foothills, but which will 
content itself about the meadows and stnb- 
ble-fields of the valleys. Such a bird mnst 
necessarily be a “ground” bird. 
We have 
enough of the other kind now, for there 
certainly is no lack of native quail. It 
is to be hoped that tbe recentiy-imtcctid 
Mongolian quail will stick to the ground 
cover, otherwise they would be no im­ 
provement on the native bird, which too 
often destroy a day’s sport for the gunner 
by hiding in the heavy foliage of liTe-oak 
trees. 
Writers on the subject say that tbe Chi­ 
nese qnail is a most pugnacious little fel­ 
low, and in its native country is used by 
the ‘ sports” (cot sportsmen, fortunately), 
for the same parpóse that the correspond-

THE RAILROAD DEBT. 


T he P ro p o sed S ettlem en t no B encllt to 
th e P eo p le. 
[From the American Standard.] 
The basis on which Congress proposes to 
settle with the Union and Central Pacific 
Railroad Companies is not acceptable to 
the companies and would not be beneficial 
to the people. The corporations could not 
liqnidate their indebtedness within the 
stated period, and their efforts to earn the 
sums needed to meet their annual pay­ 
ments as per proposed settlement, would 
necessitate a rate of charges that would op­ 
press both producers and consumers. A 
railroad must earn its fixed expenses or be­ 
come insolvent. If these railroads were to 
accept the terms offered by the Senate 
committee they could not meet their an­ 
nual payments under the law now govern­ 
ing their charges for freights and passen­ 
gers. If the inter-state commerce law was 
so amended as to enable them to make the 
necessary earnings, the people would lose 
$5 while the Government received $2. 
The settlement ought to be made, if 
such a thing is possible, on a basis that 
will 
not 
compel 
an advancement ot 
charges. The advantages which tbe Cana­ 
dian Pacific road has over the Union and 
Central are all combined in the single fact 
that its necessities do not tax to the utmost 
its capacity to meet them. This condition 
of things does not exist, nor, unless there 
is a change in public sentiment, will it 
ever exist, with the Union and Central 
roads. They find it difficult to meet tbe 
demands upon their ready cash, and un­ 
friendly legislation has tended to swell the 
volume of demands and diminish 
the 
sources from which the cash is derived. If 
the settlement offered by Congress will not 
assist the roads in this respect it will not 
benefit the people, and it would perhaps be 
better both for those who ship and travel 
over the roads, and for the companies 
themselves, for the Government to take 
the roads for their indebtedness. 
The parties most interested in the settle­ 
ment are the people. The Government has 
lost nothing. On the contrary, it has 
saved millions—perhaps $100,000,000—in 
the cost of transportation and from the civ­ 
ilization that followed the construction of 
the transcontinental line. The Govern­ 
ment gave away a large area of land, but it 
sold the alternate sections for double price. 
Without the road tbe land could not have 
been sold at any price. 1c is said that the 
fteople were made to pay $2 50 per acre for 
and which but for the land sobsidy they 
could have bought for $1 25 per acre. 
This is true, and it is also true that but for 
the roads the land subsidy aided in build­ 
ing, the people would not have bought the 
land at a cent and a quarter per acre. The 
railroad has created values more than fifty 
times in excess of itB indebtedness. 
But all this does not remove the fact that 
it owes tbe Government a large amount of 
money. The question is, how can this in­ 
debtedness be secured, and how can satis­ 
factory terms for its payment be arranged ? 
Congress admits that the security—the 
main lines of the Union and Central—is 
very much short of being sufficient, and it 
proposes to take a mortgage on tbennaided 
lines built and owned by the two com­ 
panies. If the companies were willing to 
increase the security value on an indebted­ 
ness about which they have been subjected 
to a large amount of annoyance and har­ 
assment in advance of its maturity, there 
comes up the question of whether this ad­ 
ditional security would be worth what it 
cost. 
The Senate committee seems to have 
overlooked the fact that these unaided 
lines are bonded for so much per mile, and 
that any lien which 
the Government 
might obtain npon them wonld be in the 
nature of a second mortgage, the value of 
which could only be estimated in connec­ 
tion with the previously-issued bonds, for 
the payment of which a first mortgage has 
been recorded. If these roads are boDded 
for amounts approximating their valne, 
the companies will no doubt consent to 
their going in as security for their indebt­ 
edness to the Government. 
So also wonld 
the bondholders, as the Government would 
then become responsible for both principal 
and interest. As a whole, the Congress­ 
ional plan of settlement will hardly re­ 
ceive tbe approval of the people. It pre­ 
sents d o phase of advantage to the Govern­ 
ment. It is a proposition to throw a large 
amount of good money after a compara­ 
tively small amount of bad.

TRACK AND PADDOCK. 


ROSE TO GO INTO THE BUSINESS OF 
RUNNING RACES. 


Snuol and A xtell Likely to M eet on the 
T rack -T he W inter»’ Stable in 
E xcellent Condition. 


William McCormick, the young Sacra­ 
mento turfman who had been the trainer 
for Theodore Winters’ stable, and who 
handled the letter’s great colt, El Rio Rey, 
while he made his phenomenal record last 
summer, is still at his home in this city. 
Referring to his resignation as Winters’ 
trainer, the New York Spirit of the Times 
says: 
“William McCormick has resigned his 
position as trainer of Mr. Theo. Winters’ 
stable. The exact reason has not been 
given. Probably it is nobody’s business, 
but that is a good reason for everyone to 
feel curious in the matter. It certainly is 
due to something that had been written to 
him from California. Certainly a man 
would not give up such a stable as Mr. 
WiDters’ without pretty strong reasons. 
The stable has El Rio Rey and two or 
three other pretty good ones, and will be 
re-enforced by the two-year-olds, among 
which is Rey del Rey. 8ome say the dis­ 
satisfaction comes from the Winters side of 
the house. We do not see how that can 
be, as McCormick showed skill in handling 
El Rio last year, and his devotion and at­ 
tendance during the colt’s illness in No- 
vemoer was a matter of common comment. 
McCormick is well-known on the coast, his 
home being in 8acramento. He was with 
Hagein once, and he is a man who will 
never long remain idle.” 
The same paper has this about the W in­ 
ters stable: “We heard on 8aturday last 
that Joseph Courtney wonld succeed Mc­ 
Cormick as trainer of the Winters stable. 
Mr. Estill, the stable’s manager, arrived in 
New York last week. He has brought the 
lot of two-year-olds from California to 
Nashville, and in a few days El Rio Rey 
and the balance of the stable that wintered 
at Westchester will be shipped direct to 
Nashville and prepared for the coming 
campaign. 
Among the lot brought to 
Nashville is Rey del Rey, the full brother 
to El Rio Rey and Emperor of Norfolk. 
This colt is thought to be the best of the 
long list of great racers Marian has pro­ 
duced. It is said he has shown a higher 
turn of speed than any of them did at the 
same age. Moreover he is an exceptionally 
fine colt bodily, and is not quite so high 
on the leg as El Rio. Mr. Estill says he 
will hardly be seen East before the Junior 
Champion at Monmouth in August.” 
ROSE TO BREED THOROUGHBREDS. 
A New York dispatch states that L. J. 
Rose will return to California in a few 
days. “You know,” he said, “I have com­ 
menced to breed thoroughbreds and want 
to have the best. I have sent Thomas J. 
Merry to Australia for some mares, and 
expect he will get what I want.” Rose 
has also commissioned Merry to buy the 
best horse in Australasia as a sire, this lot 
serving as a basis for a breeding farm for 
thoroughbreds. Mr. Rose will race under 
the name of the “Rosemeade Stable.” and 
his racing colors will also be rose. Racing 
“under the rose” is not uncommon, but it 
is seldom that one's racing is so rose-col­ 
ored in every respect. Rosemeade is the 
name of Mr. Rose's stock farm, and already 
he has a filly of that name, a three-year- 
old by Wildidle—the Duchess, which won 
at Los ADgeles last season. 
ELECTIONEER AND GEORGE WILKES. 
There is a great discussion going on over 
the relative merits of Electioneer and 
George Wilkes as the producers of trotting 
horses, and an Eastern turf writer says on 
the subject: “ A glance over the roll of 
honor of both equine prodigies, one dead 
and the other living, satisfies the mind of 
any impartial observer that both horses 
are so great that there need exist no ne­ 
cessity for jealous criticism of either one or 
the other. George Wilkes has been dead 
nearly seven years, and he has to his credit 
sixty direct representatives with records 
ranging from 2:12 to 2:30. George Wilkes, 
with his progeny combined, have a triíe 
over 300 performances with records rang­ 
ing from 2:12 to 2:30. Of trotters and 
paces, he and his progeny have 48 to his 
credit with markB between 2:12 and 2:20. 
If the limit was extended up to 2:25, the 
number mounts up to 121 representatives, 
and if the margin be extended up to 2:30, 
about 300 performances at both ways of 
going, which illustrate his greatness. 
“Electioneer has sired fifty horses (in­ 
cluding Sunol, Hinda Rosa. Palo Alto and 
Manzanita) with records of 2:30 and better, 
and he has sired nine two-year-olds that 
have trotted to records between 2:18 and 
2:30i, and eight three-year-olds that have 
made records of 2:101 to 2:271. This is a 
wonderful showing, and, as Electioneer is 
now only in his prime, his roll of honor is 
likely to stamp him one of the greatest 
trotting prodigies of any age. 
“The percentage of races won by the 
family of Electioneer is 57.79; lost, 43.21. 
The percentage of races won by George 
Wilkes’ progeny is 34 60; percentage lost, 
65.40. The average records of Electioneer 
trotters is 2:22 24-46. The average records 
of George Wilkes’ trotters, 2:24 14-59. The 
average race time for the George Wilkes 
trotters is 2:32 28-55. The average time of 
Electioneer trotters is 2:29 19-21.” 
ba g g ik’s sale th is w eek. 
The first annual sale of the Rancho del 
Paso trotting stock will be held by William 
Easton on the 13th and 14th inst. in New 
York City. J. B. Haggin made his bow as 
a breeder of thoroughbreds to an Eastern 
audience two years ago, and he intends to 
apply the recognized system of disposing 
of young thoroughbreds to his trotting bred 
stock. The consignment consists of ninety- 
two colts, fillies and geidings, all of them 
exceptionally well bred and pronounced 
by good judges of a very high average in­ 
dividually. The sires represented in the 
sale are Albert W., 2:20, and Alaska, by the 
famous Electioneer. 
m'cORd'b FAST YOUNG BENTONS. 
J. L. McCord, of this city, had his trotters 
out on several occasions during the recent 
spell of pleasant weather. One day he 
would drive Mary Lou and Shylock to­ 
gether in his buggy, and the next Ned 
Winslow and Lady Alice. All four are in 
nice trim. Mary Lou is 5 years old, by Mr. 
McCord’s Tom Benton, dam by David 
Hill, Jr., and has a record of 2:251, which 
she is capable of beating. Sbylock is a full 
brother, and one year younger, and is a 
handsome, promising colt. Ned Winslow, 
another son of Tom Benton, has a record 
of 2:171. and will probably clip several 
seconds from that figure this year. Lady 
Alice’s dam is a sister to those mentioned, 
and the filly is a beauty. These are the

resent stars of the Sunny Slope Farm, but 
[r. McCord has more “a-coming.’’ 
EL RIO REY TO BE SOLD. 
A dispatch from Chicago last night states 
that a syndicate has been formed there and 
had secured an option on Winters’ great 
Sacramento-bred colt, El Rio Rey. The 
amount is said to be $100,000. The syndi­ 
cate had sent experts to examine the horse, 
who reported that he had fully recovered 
from his recent illness. 
RACING AND BREEDING NOTES. 
—Roy Wilkes and AltmontPaicien have 
not as yet been matched. Mr. Corey has 
announced his readiness to match Altmont 
Patchen agaiDSt Mr. Davies' animal for any 
amount, and the turfmen have been await­ 
ing an answer from the latter. Mr. Davies 
has again come forward with a statement 
that he has heard of Mr. Corey’s "readi­ 
ness,” but that he has not as yet found any 
of Corey’s money up alongside of his own 
forfeit.

All breeders are aware of the stand 
Governor Stanford has taken as regards 
thoroughbred blood in the trotter, and also 
what wonderful results he has accom­ 
plished in this direction. The perform­ 
ances of Palo Alto and Sunol during the 
past season have tended to add many new 
advocates to this theory of breeding, and 
the subject is now beiDg widely discussed 
in all turf papers. 
—The three-old stallion Bow Bells, by 
Electioneer, dam Beautiful Bells, arrived 
in Nashville from Palo Alto in good con­ 
dition. Bow Bells will make a short season 
at the stud and will then be trained. He 
has a two-year-old record of 2:321, but as 
he comes from the most illustrious trottiDg 
family in the world, on both sides, he is 
expected to make a great showing as a 
three-year-old. 
—The two-year-olds sold at the Rancho 
del Paso sale last year have already com- 
meSced to show up well. Madge L. (Dare- 
bin or W arw ick—Altitude) won the Wash­ 
ington stakes. $1.000 added, by half a 
length from Eclipse (Kyrle Daly—Billow); 
Florence (Warwick, out of Ysabel) also 
created a favorable impression in the same 
ra—Secretary Culver, of the Pacific Coast 
Blood Horse Association, fans received a 
lone list of entries for the spring mee.ing 
to be held at Bay District track, com­ 


mencing on Saturday, April 5th. Among 
the Sacramentaos who have made entries 
are Colonel McNasser. Philip Herzog, W. 
L. Murry, Theodore Winters and Philip 
Siebenthaler. 
—The February declarations to the 
Washington Park stakes are all in, and the 
prospects for a great summer meeting are 
rosy. In the American Derby forty-one 
have been declared, leaving eighty-three 
eligible. Of those left in El Rio Rey, Penn 
P., Honduras, Protection, Sinaloa, Gray­ 
son, Helter Skelter, Starter Caldwell and 
Pearl Set are the most prominent. 
—At Count ValeDsin’s sale in New York 
last week twenty head of horses were sold, 
which brought $19,520, an average of $976. 
The twenty-five head sold by the Pleasant 
8tock Farm brought $52 115, an average of 
$2,084 60. Gold Leaf sold for $8,000. 
—According to a dispatch from Nash­ 
ville the horses in Theodore Winters’ stable 
are doing exceptionally well, and the re- 
ort of sickness among the lot is incorrect. 
11 Rio Rey is in the pink of condition, and 
it requires the cleverest and strongest boy 
in the stable to manage him on the track.

1887. The added money in 1889 foots up 
$2,379,192, against $1,839,275 in 1888. 
—The Easterners did not seem to be 
deeply impressed with the reputation of 
Valensiu’s Sidney, and made such low 
offers for his colts at the late sale that 
Valensia lost his temper and withdrew 
Fleet. 
—Buffalo Girl, 2:121, dropped a bay filly 
at Lexington, Ky., recently, by Jerome 
Eddy, 2:161. She was sent to Lexington 
to be bred to Red Wilkes. 
—John Faylor has left Santa Anita, pre­ 
sumably for Santa Anita s good, E3 two 
valuable broodmares and three colts have 
been lost through neglect. Thus remarks 
the Breeder and Soortsman. 
—The star of the Monmouth track is 
Firenzi, the Brooklyn track habitues wor­ 
ship Kingston, while the prize of West­ 
chester is Tenny. 
—T. H. Williams, Jr., will have a small 
stable on the circuit this seaon, including 
the two-year-old Glenvilet, a sister to 
Guenn and Geoffrey. 
—Wilbur F. Smith, of this city, will be 
seen on the track during the coming meet­ 
ing of the Pacific Coast Trotting-Horse 
Breeders’ Association. 
—The Directors of the Fresno Fair 
Grounds Association held a meeting last 
week and formulated an excellent pro­ 
gramme for the spring meeting, which be­ 
gins March 25th and continues four days. 
—Four car loads of mares were sent from 
Vina to Palo Alto last Wednesday. They 
will be bred and then shipped back again. 
—Judson H. Clarke, the purchaser of 
Wellington, brother to Sunol, 2:191. has 
changed his name to Lord Wellington as 
there was already a Wellington. 
—It is said Arrow, 2:131, the ex-Califor­ 
nia pacer, is looking exceptionally well, 
and is confidently expected to lower his 
record this season. 
IT EASES UP. 
The Big Snow-storm In the Sierras Con­ 
cludes to Take a R est. 
Snow continued to fall all day yesterday 
in the Sierras along the line of the Central 
Pacific in considerable quantities, though 
the heavy wind which made such havoc 
Saturday night disappeared. Towards last 
night the snow began to let up, too, and 
only fell in light quantities. 
The rotary-plow kept the Cascade cut 
clear all during Saturday night, and for 
several hours yesterday, when she broke 
down. The cyclone’s damages were re­ 
paired at the shops early in the morning, 
and the plow was started immediately for 
the mountains to take the rotary’s Dlace. 
Push-plows kept the remainder of theroad 
in tolerably good condition. 
No trains, however, were sent over the 
road through the snow-belt, the East- 
bound ones being held at Cisco and Alta, 
while the West-bound ones remained at 
Truckee. 
The prospects were very favorable last 
night for having all trains moving before 
morning. 
At midnight last night it was learned at 
the railroad office here that the Cyclone 
plow arrived at Cascade at 11 p. m., ready 
to commence the work of plowing through 
the opening. It had stopped snowing 
there, and the prospect was good, but it will 
be a slow job getting through the opening, 
where there is from five to ten feet of snow. 
The first overland East, due to leave Sac­ 
ramento at 8 o’clock last evening, was con­ 
solidated here with the second overland 
(No. 3), and the consolidated train will be 
held here until the Cascade opening is 
clear, or until it appears that the train can 
get th ro u g h .______ 
JUMPED THE TRACK. 
The Oregon Express Strikes a Broken 
Switch at M erritt Station. 
An accident occurred to the north-bound 
Oregon express train yesterday morning at 
the little station known as Merritt, between 
Woodland and Davisville. 
Owing to the high water in the vicinity 
of Marysville the Oregon trains for the past 
few days have been running by way of 
Daviville north and south, and it was on 
this route that the accident happened. 
A broken bolt in one of the switches 
caused three cars—the baggage, sleeper and 
coach—to leave the track, and they were 
rolled over upon their sides a few yards 
from the track. 
Fortunately none of the passengers were 
injured, although many received a rather 
severe shaking up. 
The engine and mail car passed over the 
broken switch all right. 
Two of the derailed cars caught fire from 
the stoves, but the fire was extinguished 
before it gained any headway. 
A wrecking train was sent out from this 
city shortly afler the accident happened, 
and after a couple of hours’ work had the 
ditched cars back on the track. The acci­ 
dent caused a delay to the train of six 
hours.

EHRICH’S PETS. 


WHAT BAR WICK SAYS. 
The Barom eter H as Another Gymnastic 
Fit On—Yesterday’s W eather. 
The rainfall, Signal Service measure­ 
ment, during yesterday morning amounted 
to .04 of an inch, making 29.25 inches for 
the season, as against 10.10 inches to an 
equal date last year. 
The highest and lowest temperature was 
62° and 38°, which made rather a chilly 
atmosphere. The temperature at 5 A. M. 
and 5 p. M. was 40° and 48°. The highest 
and lowest one year ago yesterday was 66° 
and 50°, and one year ago to-day 55° and 
50°. with .40 of an inch of rainfall. 
The barometer rose rapidly Saturday 
night and is still risine, and stands at 30.08 
inches. These great and rapid changes are 
bad signs for settled weather; in fact, the 
weather is about as disagreeable as it possi­ 
bly can be, and it is hoped that the latter 
half of March will be better than the first.

THE LATE VIOLINIST’S TWO ANCIENT 
AND VALUABLE VIOLINS. 


One a Stradivarius, the O ther an Am ati 
—The W ork of the W orld’s 
Greatest M asters. 


The will of Ernst Ehrich was admitted 
to probate by Superior Judge Van Fleet on 
Saturday, and letters of administration 
were issued to Public Administrator G. W. 
Harlow. The Court also appointed M. L. 
Hammer, H. J. Goethe and W. H. Devlin 
as appraisers of the deceased violinist’s es­ 
tate. As the latter consists partly (if not 
chiefly) of his musical instruments, some 
facts concerning their character and his­ 
tory may be of service in determining the 
value thereof. Among the deceased’s ef­ 
fects are two violins that certainly possess 
considerable value, and one of them, a 
genuine Stradivarius, may turn out to be 
worth a small fortune. 
The other violin referred to is an Amati. 
It is small, like all the instruments that 
came from the hand of that celebrated 
maker. The Amati family flourished in the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, and three 
generations each furnished the most cele­ 
brated maker of violins of their time, ex­ 
cept Stradivarius. The family lived in 
Cremona, a town in Northern Italy. 
Andrea, born between 1500 and 1520, made 
violins that were remarkable for their ex­ 
quisite softness of tone and beauty of 
workmanship. Very few of them are in ex­ 
istence to-day. Antonio Amati, his son, 
succeeded his father in business, and also 
became famous for the quality of his vio­ 
lins. His youngest brother, Gerónimo, 
also a pupil of his father, continued the 
business, but no violins bearing his mark 
subsequent to 1638 are known to exist. 
Nicolo, the son of Gerónimo, born in 
1596, was the most celebrated of the fam­ 
ily, and the greater number of the Amati 
violins now in existence are from his 
bands. He made some changes in the 
models of his ancestors, resalting in giv­ 
ing his instruments greater power and 
brilliancy. In perfection of finish, purity 
and mellowness of tone, Nicolo Amati’s 
violins were regarded as marvels. The 
tones are slender, but in an especial de­ 
gree sweet, round and silvery. 
The circumstances under which Ehrich 
became the possessor of the little Amati 
violin—which he held dearer than his 
life — are quite interesting. 
Between 
twenty-five aDd thirty years ago the then 
young musician was one day loitering 
about the grounds of the old Mission Do­ 
lores Church, in the suburbs of San Fran­ 
cisco. He had concluded the inspection of 
the interior of the quaint old adobe edifice 
erected by the Jesuit Fathers more than a 
century ago, and passed out into the little 
graveyard in the rear, where he spent some 
time in deciphering the fast-fading in­ 
scriptions on the crumbling tombstones 
that marked the graves of the old Fathers 
who once occupied the then almost aban­ 
doned cloisters. 
He had loitered in the historic grounds, 
and the shades of evening were fast falling 
over the churchyard and adjacent hills. 
The old bell in the tower had long since 
rung out in dull, mellow tones, the “An­ 
gelus,” and its echoes had died away in the 
undulating sand dunes that stretch out 
to the ocean, where the last rays of the sun 
were glimmering on the pebble-lined 
beach. He was about to retrace his steps 
toward the city, when the sweet tones of a 
violin, coming from one of the wings of 
the old church, broke upon his ears. He 
had been a violinist for years, and had 
heard many sweet-toned instruments, but 
never one like that. The player, too, he 
discovered, was a master in the art of using 
the bow. The entranced youth listened 
awhile, and then crept softly toward the 
building. Through a partly-opened win­ 
dow he was enabled to catch a glimpse of 
the violinist—an aged Spanish priest. 
Ehrich might have climbed in at the win­ 
dow without disturbing him, so wrapt did 
he seem to be in his delicate manipulations 
of the instrument that he clasped with the 
affection that a fond father would display 
in embracing his tender infant. 
Ehrich was beside himself with excite­ 
ment. The desire to become the possessor 
of such an instrument at once took pos­ 
session of bis whole beiDg. He returned 
to the city, but the metropolis had no at­ 
traction for him the following day, for his 
thoughts were of the old Mission Church, 
the white-haired monk and the soul-en­ 
trancing strains that had thrilled him on 
the preceding evening. Finally the thonght 
occurred to him that he might be able to 
purchase that identical violin. He wanted 
to call on the priest and make him an 
offer, but he had only $300, and he feared 
that the offer of that sum would not be a 
very tempting one to the possessor of such 
an instrument. 
He hastened back to Sacramento and 
consulted his friend Herman Wachhorst, 
the well-known jeweler, who yet resides 
here, and to whom the R ecord-Union is 
indebted for these historical facts. He laid 
the matter before Mr. Wachhorst and asked 
if he could lend him a few hundred dollars 
to add to his little store, so that he 
might make a reasonable offer for the 
violin. Mr. Wachhorst said he would do 
so, but knowing that Ehrich was not much 
of a financier, and a poor hand at driving 
a bargain, offered to go to San Francisco 
with him, and did so. Together they called 
upon the old priest, and Wachhorst ex­ 
plained to him their mission. When the 
venerable monk first heard the proposition 
made to purchase his cherished violin, 
which bad been a companion to him in his 
lonely hours for so many long years, he 
would not listen to it. Mr. Wachhorst 
made first a low offer, and when the priest 
shook his head the offer was increased. 
Then came a struggle in the old man’s 
breast. He knew he had not long to live, 
and must soon part with bis loved instru­ 
ment, and finally when $500 was mentioned 
by the visitors as all they could give, tears 
filled his eyes as he accepted the offer. 
And thus Ehrich became the possessor of 
the sweet-toned little instrument with 
which be continued to delight the ears and 
senses of the mnsic-loviDg people of Sacra­ 
mento for nearly a quarter of a century. 
The other of Ehrich's most valuable vio­ 
lins is a large-sized Stradivarius. This 
famous maker of violins was born in 1614, 
and acquired even greater fame than the 
Amatis. 
His instruments are larger and 
more powerful in tone than those of the 
latter maker, and yet are capable of as 
much delicacy. Ehrich took a trip to Eu­ 
rope early in the sixties, and while there 
succeeded (nobody knows how) in finding 
a genuine Stradivarius violin, which he 
purchased. He never told his friends how 
much he paid for it, possibly because he 
was ashamed to admit his weakness for a 
prize that ordinary people would not ap­ 
preciate. While in Hamburg he met Ole 
Bull, the world-famed manipulator of the 
violin, and the latter promptly offered 
Ehrich $1,000 for it. The little Sacra­ 
mentan only laughed at him. Bull raised 
his next bid to $1,500, but here Ehrich told 
him to stop—that he would not part with 
it for any sum 
Under the caption, “The market for 
Stradivarins Violins—It is Away Up and 
Constantly Rising,” the St. James (London) 
Gazette of recent date says : 
“The mention of a Stradivarius fiddle 
has always an irresistible fascination for 
musicians, professional aud amateur. Pro­ 
fessional collectors have scoured Europe 
for them, and probably the whereabouts of 
every Stradivarius extant is known to the 
dealers. A considerable proportion of them 
are to be found in England. Antonio 
Stradivarius, who was born in 1614 and 
died in 1737, worked quietly on for over 
sixty years of his life. Taking it as a mod­ 
erate estimate that he turned out one violin 
a week—in those days men worked more 
leisurely than they do in this age of stress 
and hurry—we should have a total of over 
3,000 of these instruments from his baads. 
“Of these how many are in existence to­ 
day.’ Opinions differ. Mr. Nacbez re­ 
cently put the number at eight. Mr. Hill, 
the well-known connoisseur, believes that 
there are no fewer than 1,000 of these 
violins still left. The tise in their value 
has in recent times been enormous. Twenty 
or thirty years ago a 'Strad' in good con­ 
dition might have been acquired in the 
open market at prices ranging from £300 to 
£600. Now the case ie altered. An instru­ 
ment of the maker's better period in a fair 
state of preservation could not be had prob­ 
ably for £1,000, whereas for the finest speci­ 
mens extant extraordinary prices are de­ 
manded. The largest sum actually paid 
for a ‘Strad’ is. we believe £1,400. The 
next highest is £1,200. which was paid for 
the violin chosen from the collection of M. 
Labitte, of Paris, for the jubilee presenta­ 
tion last year to Dr. Joachim by his Eng­ 
lish admirers. By this gift Dr. Joacbim 
became the happv possessor of three Strad­ 
ivarius fiddles. Who so fitted to own them 
as the greatest violin-player of the age? 
Mr. Sarasate possesses, it is understood, 
two instruments by the same maker, both 
of great value, while several others of our 


leading violinists are almost equally 
blessed. 
“There is now in the market another 
magnificent Stradivarius in a most perfect 
state of preservation. It may at present be 
seen at Mr. Hill’s in New Bond street. Of 
its authenticity there apDears to be no 
doubt. It was bought in 1794 in Italy for 
£25 by an Irish gentlemen, who took it 
home and then seems to have forgotten all 
about it. At any rate it was lost sight of 
till 1845, when (most of these instruments 
have their romance) it narrowly escaped 
destruction in a fire. It was discovered 
among the chattels rescued from the burn­ 
ing house, and subsequently met with all 
the honors it deserved. To its long period 
of obscurity its admirable state of preser­ 
vation—it is without a flaw ol any kind— 
is, of course, due. The sight ol it now, as 
it reposes beneath its glass case, illumi­ 
nated at night by the electric light, must 
stir the heart of the connoisseur. But it 
can only pass into the possession of a man 
of ample means, or an enthusiast of the 
first order, who would deem no sacrifice 
too great to become its owner. The price 
asked for it is £2,000. 
“The sum appears enormous, it is true. 
But even larger prices have been heard of. 
The Joacbim Jubilee Committee were, it is 
Baid, asked £2,500 for a ‘Strad' which they 
were desirous of presenting to the master; 
and, incredible as it may seem, it is under­ 
stood that a leading artist has an instru­ 
ment by the same great maker, which he 
values, with the partiality, perhaps, of an 
owner and enthusiast, at £4,000. Poor old 
Stradivarius was happy to get £5 each for 
his fiddles, and by his fellow-makers was 
looked upon as wealthy. It is said that a 
number of his instruments were sent, in 
his day, to England for disposal, but were 
returned unsold, so much as £5 not being 
obtainable for a violoncello.” 
As the effecls of the deceased Sacramento 
violinist, Ehrich, must be disposed of by 
the Public Aministrator, it is to be hoped 
that proper steps will be taken to prevent 
his valuable instruments from being sacri­ 
ficed. Professor H. Winter and others of 
his Sacramento friends have even com­ 
municated with the German Consul at 
San Francisco on the subject. Large bids 
can no doubt be had from connoisseurs in 
all the music centers of Europe, if the fact 
be made known abroad that two suc’b 
violins are for sale, and many thousands of 
dollars saved to Ehrich’s heirs. 
HIS LAST ESCAPADE. 
Young Vantine Arrested on Charges of 
Burglary and P etit Larceny. 
About 9 o’clock yesterday morning the 
police were informed that young John 
Vantine, better known as "Butch,” had 
been seen to tap the till of Arthur Miller's 
saloon, at Second and J streets. 
Officer Coffey went out to hunt him up, 
and beard that he was in the vicinity of 
Fourth and J streets. Coffey found his 
man coming out of Cohn & Ilopley’s store, 
whithei he had gone to purchase cigarettes, 
and arrested him as be came out, swinging 
a cane that he had taken from a rack while 
being waited on. 
Vantine offered some resistance on the 
way down, but the officer landed him 
safely in jail, where separate charges of 
burglary and petit larceny were entered 
against him. Young Vantine is an incor­ 
rigible tough, and he has cost his good 
parents many a hard-earned dollar of late 
years to keep him out of prison even part 
of the time. He had only a few days ago 
served a term in the County Jail. He is a 
dangerous fellow to be at large, and it will 
be better for him, his family and the com­ 
munity to be sent where he can be kept 
out of mischief.

years the trees are ready for the wood­

ax again.

they actually 
grow faster than they are cut down.
